(Daugavas Vanagi - veterans) and Prof* Brahe (Latvian 
national Fund)* Lobe and Svabe are sympathisers of the Farmers'

The agreement reached in Sweden will definitely have 
favorable consequences* But at the same time this la a victory 
of - the lenient oitlsens groups* Ths results can not be 
appraised yet and only the future, when joint practical activi- 
ties will be developed, will ehow the results .
